Applicant's arguments filed 11/1/2006, with respect to the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) and 35 U.S.C. 112 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejections have been withdrawn.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The nearest 
prior art. Murakami et al (EP1 1 14893 A1), teaches a security paper having an 
embedded elongate element visible through windows formed in one side of the paper 
that are greater in width than the elongate element. The windows are formed by rubbing 
fibers off of some portions of the embedded element. Murakami et al does not disclose 
or suggest windows that penetrate completely through the paper. Tooth et al reveals an 
embodiment of a process of making a security paper wherein an elongate element can 
be at least partially seen through windows in both sides of the paper, but fails to 
disclose that an edge of the elongate element is exposed. The windows are formed by 
blocking deposition of the fibers during formation of the paper. The prior art in general 
teaches embedding the edges of the elongate strips so as to secure them in thfe paper, 
providing no suggestion or motivation to make a paper having windows extending 
completely through the paper and exposing an edge of the embedded element.
